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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendments to claims 1,15, 29, 33 and 40, incorporating the subject 
matter of previously objected to claims 14, 32, 33 and 38, are sufficient to overcome all 
previously presented prior art rejections. Accordingly, those rejections have been 
withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 6/6/08 (Remarks 1 1 ), with respect to the rejection of 
claims 15-28 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. That rejection has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

4. Claim 40 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

5. Claim 40 is directed to a "data processing system" comprising a plurality of 
"means for" performing various functions. The specification of the present application 
states that these functions are performed by the "registration server program 116" (See 
e.g., Specification 1J35-41). Since claim 40 contains no elements expressly limited to 
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hardware, the claim includes at least some software-only embodiments. Since the claim 
is not limited to statutory embodiments, the claim is non-statutory. 

Additionally, it is noted that claims 15 and 34 contain limitations directed to 
"instructions" for performing the functions of claim 40. When considered in combination 
with the language of claim 40 and the content of the specification, claims 15 and 34 
provide further evidence that the "means" of claim 40 are intended to include software 
per se. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 -1 3, 1 5-27, 29-31 , 33-36, 39, 49 and 50 are allowed.
